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MEMORIALS,  MONUMENTS,  AND  MARKERS. 

The  commission  contracted  for  9  bronze  portrait  busts  with  granite 
pedestals  (5  Union,  4  Confederate)  at  a  cost  of  $7,243,  for  15  bronze 
portrait  tablets  (reliefs)  with  granite  pedestals  (12  Union,  3  Con¬ 
federate)  at  a  cost  of  $6,069,  and  for  3  bronze  inscribed  tablets  with 
granite  pedestals  (markers),  2  Union-Confederate,  1  Union,  at  a  cost 
to  the  no-year  appropriation  of  $400.  One  memorial  bust  has  been 
placed  (Brig.  Gen.  S.  G.  Burbridge,  United  States  Volunteers,  given 
by  his  children) ,  and  1  is  under  contract  as  a  gift.  Including  the  31 
bronze  portraits  with  granite  pedestals  that  are  gifts,  584  memorials, 
monuments,  and  markers  are  in  place  or  under  contract  (3  Union- 
Confederate,  485  Union,  96  Confederate) — 97  by  United  States  at

zations,  appropriation  $38,000,  for  monuments  and  markers  in  place; 
Ohio,  39  organizations,  appropriation  $56,000,  for  monuments  and 
markers  in  place).  Maryland  and  Virginia  were  each  represented  on 
this  battlefield  by  one  Confederate  battery  and  their  monuments  are 
in  place,  as  a  gift  in  each  case.  By  act  of  the  general  assembly  of 
the  State  the  Illinois- Vicksburg  Park  Statue  Commission  (five  mem¬ 
bers  appointed  by  the  governor)  has  been  created  and  directed  to 
contract  for  and  erect  in  this  park  an  equestrian  statue  of  Gen.  U.  S. 
Grant  and  statues  of  other  Illinois  officers  (corps  and  division  com¬ 
manders),  at  an  aggregate  cost  not  to  exceed  $50,900;  $25,000  appro¬ 
priated  by  the  act.

without  censure;  maps,  surveys,  roads,  bridges,  restoration  of  earth¬ 
works,  purchase  of  lands,  purchase  and  transportation  of  supplies 
and  materials ;  and  other  necessary  expenses,  $33,000.
